Department, outlining the Sino-Jap­ 
anese plan, and requesting instruc­

If the foreign soldiers undertake 
the task of guarding the Japanese 
concession, they will establish a 24- 
hour patrol in a neutral zone 
in 
which the Japanese have forbidden 
Chinese to enter. 
This step was taken after the first

Chinese, seeking to overthrow the 
Tientsin municipal government, at­

RMIST1CE DAY devotions always center about the cenotaphs 


of the unknown soldiers. 


Americans are familiar with the stately memorials at Ar- 


lington, under the Arc de Triomphe and in Westminster Abbey. 


But few in the United States realize to what extent the idea of 


enshrining an unidentified soldier swept over the countries which 


* participated in the World War. 


Symbol of the embattled citizenship of his country; an un­ 
identified soldier— of distinguished or humble birth or sprung 


from the middle class— rests in his pantheon in 10 capitals, and 
more memorials are proposed. 
Italy, Hungary, Rumania, Bel­ 
gium, Poland, Portugal and Turkey have reverently laid their 


dead away.

So completely and swiftly did the idea sweep over the 
world that its origin has been lost, or at any rate there are 
several versions of it. 
Paris and England both claim the dis­ 
tinction, an army captain in Paris and a London newspaper man 
being given the credit by their respective countries.

“ I feel quite sure that the individual, whoever he is. would 
be quite satisfied with the result of his suggestion.”

SUCCESS OF THE NEW FIREARMS LAW 
It is a matter of satisfaction to know that the Witkin anti-fire- 
arms law, which has been in force for a little more than two months, 
lias proved to be a success in the largest city of the state, Philadelphia. 
a total of 331 arrests have been made in that time, ahd more than hall a 
hundred persons have been convicted and subjected to either fines or 
imprisonment in that city. 
Since the act went into effect the police 
have received 926 applications for licenses and have granted 800 the 
right to carry deadly weapons in Philadelphia. In other words, the law 
!i being regarded seriously by the Philadelphia police, the magistrates 
and the courts. Those who are entitled to have guns in their possession 
have been given licenses; but where they failed to show a good reason 
for the privilege their pleas have been rejected. 
It is quite evident that it will only be a question of time when the 
people generally become accustomed to the new order of things. The po­ 
lice are going about the enforcement of the law in an aggressive man­ 
ner, but with a desire to cause law-abiding citizens a minimum amount 
of inconvenience. On the other hand, by reducing the number of deadly 
weapons in unauthorized hands they will eventually cut down brutal and 
) 
rderous crime. It required a hard uphill fight to get this bil^ through 
the legislature. As time goes on the wisdom of the law will be pretty 
generally acknowledged.

HARRISBURG, Nov. 11—Enroll­ 
ment in vocational industrial schools 
in Pennsylvania continues to grow 
according to an announcement to­ 
day by Dr. James N. Rule, superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
The breaking down of the 
ap­ 
prenticeship system in industry has 
made it necessary for many districts 
to expand their buildings and equip­ 
ment to care for those who under 
former conditions had an opportun­ 
ity for plant training within indus­ 
try itself. 
There are now but few plants in 
the Commonwealth where a boy can 
learn a trade. Gince there will be 
a need for many first class mechan- 
sics In the future to take the place 
of those who are passing on, it be­ 
comes en increasingly important 
problem of the public schools to pre­ 
pare young people to be first-class 
mechanics. Dr. Rule said.

Explains How Diet 
One’s Teeth 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M, D. 
The idea has been drum m ed into 
our heads so long th at good teeth 
are due to one thing only—keeping 
th e teeth clean—th at the recent re­ 
searchers or the subject are com­ 
pletely upsetting. 
Yet the fact seems to be th at filth 
and germs, as causes of decay, arc 
secondary- The actual underm ining 
of the teeth is caused by faulty n u t­ 
rition, due to a bad diet. 
H a dentist takes a 
tooth 
and 
polishes the surface as thorough­ 
ly as he can, polishes it 
until 
it 
shines, until it seems to you the 
sm oothest thing in the world, and 
th e n if you put th at enamel surface 
under a low power microscope, it 
looks like a rough, worn piece of as­ 
ph alt or cement th an the smooth 
surface you expect to see. Now the 
microscope you use need not be very 
powerful—not sufficient to see any 
germs at a.i. The germs are far too 
small to be seen in the m agnifica­ 
tion of which I speak. Millions of 
them could be lost in the crevices oi 
any one of the roughening* on the 
surface of the tooth. And no am ount 
of brushing could keep these surfaces 
perm anently free from germs. Yet, 
oi course, according to our old teach­ 
ings, it is the germs which get into 
cavities and make the decay. 
The question, then, of keeping the 
teeth clean and free from germs in 
order to prevent decay is hopeless. 
It is necessary to keep the teeth as 
clean as possible; this is 
not 
a 
preachm ent against brushing the 
teeth w ith a good dentifrice. 
B ut the factor th a t 
keeps 
the 
germ s out is of another kind—it is 
due to bodily resistance. It is es­ 
tablished by proper diet, which de­ 
term ines the hardiness of the den­ 
ture «and enamel. 
T he diet usually advocated for this 
is as follows: 
1. One or two eggs a day. For the 
expectant m other who is notably 
liable to tooth decay 
during 
th at 
period, and for the growing child, 
two eggs a day. 
2. The juice of one-half a lemon 
and one-half pint of orange juice 
once a day. It seems to 
me 
this 
am ount of orange juice is excessive, 
but I am giving the recom m enda­ 
tions of investigators. It seems, how­ 
ever, to be the vitam in C which is 
needed by teeth and these fruits are 
abundant in it. 
3. From one-fourth 
to one-half 
head of lettuce. Lettuce is especially 


rich in m ineral salts needed by the 
teeth. 
4. Two different vegetables once a 
day. 
5. From eight to thirty-tw o ounces 
of milk a day. That is from one to 
four glasses. 
6. Fruits other th an lemons and 
oranges. 
7. M eat once or twice a day. 
This diet is designed not only to 
prevent dental troubles, especially In 
growing children, but when pushed 
to the lim it of the largest am ounts 
of the foods listed, to aid already 
established cases of pyorrhoea and 
trench mouth.

Steel Ingot Output 
Continues To 


(In ternational News Service) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—For the 
third consecutive week, steel ingot 
production has gained slightly, be­ 
ing estimated at 31 per cent of capa­ 
city, against 30 per cent last week, 
and 29 per cent the week before 
that, the weekly Iron Age summary 
reports today. 
Against an average output of 27.76 
per cent in October, this is declared 
to be the most consistent increase in 
steel activity since last spring. The 
review points out that while its im­ 
portance could easily b* exaggerated 
in view of the sluggishness of some 
branches of the industry, there is 
hope of further slight betterment 
during the remainder of the >ear, 
particularly in automobile tonnage, 
to be followed perhaps, by a sharper 
upturn in the first quarter of 1932. 


Some improvements in business 
has come from farm implement 
manufacturers, warehouse distribu­ 
tors, the oil country and agricul­ 
tural communities. 
Although automobile orders for 
steel are improving, much of the 
steel hat will be needed for produc­ 
tion of new models is still to be spec­ 
ified. 
Pig iron business continues to ex­ 
pand at Chicago, where 15.000 to 
20,000 tons of inquiry is pending, r n 
elsewhere there is no noteworthy 
change. 
The Iron Age composite 
price for pig iron has declined to 
$14.96 from $15 last week, but steel 
scrap Is slightly higher at $8.75 com­ 
pared with $8.71 last week. Finish­ 
ed steel is unchanged at 2.116 cents 
a pound.

HARRISBURG, 
Nov. 
11.—Free 
fuelwood from the State forests of 
Pennsylvania is available for the re­ 
lief of distress among the unem­ 
ployed, according to a statement is­ 
sued today by Lewis E. Staley, sec­ 
retary of the department of forests 
and Waters. 
State forest officers 
have been authorized to issue free 
cutting permits in the state forests 
to the needy who cannot afford to 
buy their winter fuel. 
Welfare and charitable organiza­ 
tions engaged in helping families 
during the present unemployment 
crisis can supply the homes of the 
needy by getting in touch with local 
district foresters and arranging far 
fuelwood cutting by qualified per­ 
sons. 
The Department already has made 
free wood available at the site of 
the Py ma tuning dam where consid­ 
erable clearing work Is under p ro 
gress. The present system will af­ 
fect all localities where there are 
state forests. 
Forestry officials estimate that in 
the one and one-half million acres 
of Pennsylvania State Forests there 
are 50,000 cords of wood available 
in the fdrm of dead and fallen tim­ 
bers, and, if this amount is insuf­ 
ficient to supply the homes of the 
needy with fuel, 50,000 additional 
co»*ds can be released with no detri­ 
ment to the remaining timber stand. 
Secretary Staley announced that 
wood to be provided for fuel under 
this plan consists of blight killed 
chestnut and diseased and fire kill­ 
ed timber. 
This material includes 
both standing and fallen, dead and 
damaged trees, which will make ex- 
deHent fuel. 
Special areas, easily 
accessible for transporting the cord- 
wood, will be set aside in the .State 
Forests wh<*re cutting will be done 
under the supervision of State For­ 
est officers. 
No cutting may be done without 
a permit, and the sale or exchange 
of fuelwood for services or commo­ 
dities will be prohibited. Fuelwood 
may not be cut for use in commer­ 
cial enterprises, such as stores, 
hotels, and roadside stands. 
The 
quantity of material removed must 
be limited to the amount actually 
required by a family or families to 
whom permits are issued. The ac­ 
tion of the Department of Forests 
and Waters insures sufficient cord- 
wood to take care of 10,000 Pennsyl­ 
vania homes during the present

He commenced 
holding religious servics in his own 
home. In a short time, a class was 
formed composed of William Rich­ 
ards and wife. Robert Simonton and 
wife, Arthur Chenowith and wife, 
Marv Ray. Rachel 
Fisher, 
John 
Bums and wife, Michael Carman 
and wife. William Underwood and 
wife, Philip Painter and wife and 
Rebecca Carroll. 
William Richards 
was its first leader. 
At that time 
there were two circuits in what is 
now the Erie Conference—Erie and 
Shenengo, The former had a mem­ 
bership of 349 and the latter of 206, 
making a total membership of 555. 
The first class 
organized 
withip 
what now comprises the Erie Con­ 
ference. was the one at Roberts or 
Leach Settlement in Mercer county, 
by Jacob Gurwell and Thomas Mc­ 
Clelland in 1798. with Robert R. 
Roberts as the class leader. 
The 
itinerant ministers were first in­ 
troduced in these districts in 1800. 
The King’s Chapel class was one 
of the earlier of the classes that fol­ 
lowed the establishment 
of 
that 
mentioned in Mercer county.

REVEALS SECRET OF 
PRODUCING PLATINUM 
< International News Service) 
DETROIT, Nov. 11—The almost 
secret processes whereby patinum— 
that most precious 
of 
metals—is 
produced were revealed in a film 
shown here during the annual con­ 
vention ol the American National 
Jeweler’s Association. 
The movie depicted the dredging 
of platinum sands from river bot­ 
toms in Colombia. South America, 
the con 'entrâtion and preparation 
, of crude platinum by w ashing the 
sands with water 
The crude platinum is dissolved in 
aqua regia, resulting in & solution 
of platinum and palladium, and a 
residue of considerable quantities of 
indium, ruthenium, and rhodium. 
The solution is concentrated and the 
platinum ’sponge* removed by add­ 
ing ammonium chloride. 
This sponge is subsequently melt­ 
ed with an oxygen gas torch and re­ 
sults in ¿* high-purity platinum 
The film also showed the roiling 
cf platinum into sheets, the manu­ 
facture ot platinum crucibles for use 
in laboratories and the many pro­
